The growth of the “vestibuled”’ train service 
is a matter of great interest to the traveling 
public. 

The beauties and conveniences of the first 
of these trains tothe south—that which was 
run between New York and Jacksonville last 
winter—were fully described in the columns 
of Tux CowstiruTion, so everybody knows 
that a vestibuled train is the perfection of com- 
fortin travel. The great popularity which 
these trains have met everywhere has resulted 
ina general demand from all parts of the 
country, and the Pullman company is far be- 


hind its orders. 

The only train of this kind now running 
throngh the south “is that run via the Memphis 
and Charleston, and the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia from Memphis to New York. 
Unique folders advertise the inauguration 
of this train. Upon a background made by * 
the interweaving of the “Stars and Stripes”’ 
and a ‘“‘réd bandana,” are excellent pictures of 
President Cleveland and General Harrison.

and home and native land.”’ 

God himself shall reward them by equipping 
them with the gospel armor; by filling their 
hearts and mouths with His praises; Dy sus- 
taining them with His promises; and by giving 
them patience in activity. 

Then came a well prepared paper on social 
purity, by Mrs. Calloway. She _ po-nt- 
ed out some of the obstacles in the 
way of workers in this department, 
such as the faint ideas of its importance 
which are held by the majority of people. In- 
dividual conscience needs arousing on this 
point, so as to act upon public opinion: 

Another obstacle is the objection sometimes 
urged that exposure of the evils sought to be 
reformed is in itself hurtful. The answer is, 
“he strength of sin is secrecy.”’ ‘Publicity 
of wrong may bring evil to the few, while 
silence will bring moral murder to many.” 

Organized evil must be met by organized 
effort. Ministers, physicians, teachers and 
parents must combine to raise the standard of 
moral purity, and to warn the young against 
the sin of impurity. 

The noble and pure side of the object should 
be urged,i.e, the defense of the wronged, 
the knightly side of manhood protecting the 
weak. Juvenile societies. called “Anti-bad- 
word societies,’ are being formed. 

The meeting was thrown open for remarks, 
and several telling incidents were related 
showing the need of a cheap, but well-managed 
lodging house for homeless girls seeking em- 
ployment. 

It was also developed by several pathetic re- 
citals that Atlanta sadly needs a home of re- 
fuge for penitent erring women. 

A deep and solemn hush fell over the godly 
wives and mothers, who agreed to pray over 
this matler, in the name of Him who said, 
‘Neither do I condemn thee—go and sin no 
more.”’ 


A FALSE ALARM. 


Mr. J. C. Jenkins Says That He Will Not 
Run for Congress. 


It was reported yesterday that Mr. J. C. 
Jenkins, arepublican and a member of the

Well, his wife was a 
second cousin of Mrs. Lincoln, and she once 
told methat my mother was also a second 
cousin to the lamented president.”

Republicans to Send Fred Douglass to Indan- 
apolis to Influence the Colored Demo- 
crats—Mr. Randall Attacked. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—[Special.]~ Minister 
to Russia G. V. N. Lathrop, has sent his resig- 
nation to the president to take effect on the 
first of August. This is the mission to which 
General A. R. Lawton was first appdinted, but. |- 
on account of his political disabilities not hay- 
ing been removed, his name was withdrawn 
and after having his disabilities removed he 
was appointed to Austria, a second-class mis- 
sion. Rassia is afirst-class mission and pays 
$17,500, while Austria only pays $12,000. in 
view of the fact that the south has no first-class 
mission, there has been considerable talk today 
among southern members in favor of having 
General Lawton promoted to be minister to 
Russia. Members claim that as the south has 
two-thirds of the electoral vote necessary to 
elect a president, it is nothing but just that it 
should have at least one minister of the first- 
class and that General Lawton faving been 
originally appointed to Russia, it is nothing 
but right that he should now be appointed to [ 
this vacancy. 

Minister Lathrop is from Detroit, Mich., 
and was appointed through the influence of 
Postmaster General Dickinson.

Here is 
what reports say have Yecn subscribed: RKep- 
resentative Scott, of Pennsylvania, has put 
his naine down for $1,000,000, to be paid in 
installments of $250,000 as the comimittee may 
require; Brice, of Ohio, is down for $500,000;

The republican leaders at Washington are | 
more concerned about tke democratic regro 
convention to be held at Indianapolis,. on the 
25th instant, than indicated.

J, Milton Turner, and 
other prominent negroes, still stick to their 
former statement, that it is currently 
reported on the ‘streets that Sen- 
ator Sawyer has placed a check for $10,000 
in the hands of Fred Douglass for use at the 
Indianapolis gathering. It is the prevailing 
epinion now among the negroes of democratie 
and independent proclivities that Douglass 
will putin appearance atthe hoosier capital. 
They anticipate an attempt on his part, if he 
goes there to run things, but Turner is of the 
opinion that Douglass will have a livelier time 
than that experienced by him here last winter 
when he tried to beatePerry Carson to the pa 
tional republican convention. Carson in an 
interview published last winter, said that the 
reason of Douglass’s defeat was because he hax 
lost his influence among his race by marryin; 
a white woman and trying to play the part of 
@ negro aristocrat, and that he imagined o 
his return from Europe he would be elected ; 
delegate to Chicago, but ‘he failed, owing t 
the fact that the black voters wanted a genu 
ine and not a ‘‘vrofessional’’ negro to represent 
them at Cuicago. It leaks out that the repub 
licans are anxious to break’ the force of the 
indianapolis meeting, because they fear that § 
considerable loss of the negro vote this yea 
would make it hard for them to carry severa 
states which have heretofore been saved 
their party, many a time, by the negro vote 
The negroes hold the balance of power in botl
